GEORGE SMITH STRICTLY ENGLISH BRED AND DESCENDANT OF 
ENGLAND’S MOST FAMOUS HORSES

The recent sale of the aptly-named two-year-old, George Smith, to the Amsterdam turfman, Mr. John 
Sanford reminds me that as yet I have not given the readers of Daily Itacing Form the tabulated pedigree 
of this most worthy son of Out of Reach and Consuelo II., by Brailwardine. 

George Smith, which has won no less than nine races this year, was bred by Messrs. Chinn and For- 
sythe at their Fountninblue Stnd. Mereey County, Kentucky, and years ago I predicted to Mr. Forsythe the 
success of Consuelo II. as a broodmare and that some Hue day she would throw a winner of the highest 
class, and 1 think my prediction has been well borne out and I much doubt if we have seen a better colt 
than George Smith this year. 

Up until the Saratoga meeting George Smith retained his unbeaten certificate, and his then owner, 
Mr. McBride, had the fullest confidence in Ills colt’s ability to defeat all comers. Everyone knows that 
defeat awaited George Smith at Saratoga and that the colt was subsequently defeated on two other occas- 
ions. Rumors were rife that something was radically wrong with the McBride colt. These rumors, how- 
ever. happily proved to lie unfounded and George Smith, in the Annapolis Slakes, when pitted against a 
previous stake winner in Slipshod and that consistenet performer. King Neptune, made veritable hacks of 
iiis doughty opponents to win eased up. The return to form of George Smith was most convincing and I 
cm inclined to think Mr. Sanford has purchased what will ultimately turn out to be the best three-year-old 
of 15*16. 

Constantly I am having It dinned into my ears that breeding race horses is a mere matter of chance. 
Haphazard m'atings are to be courted. Xoue can tell where a race horse is to spring from, however, vou 
can take it from me, and results 1 think will bear me out that the breeder who adheres to the balancing 
of tlie blood lines and outcross plan of mating will meet with far better success than his fellow who goes 
at tilings haphazard. 

The pedigree of George Smith, to me at least, is of absorbing interest and one that In every respect 
bears out mv contention that the surest plan by which race horses may lie bred is to balance up the three 
lines of Herod. Matchem and Eclipse.. 

F'oriunately enough George Smith has escaped the Indignity of castration. This craze for castration 
of so many of our liest bred colts, before they have had opportunity to display tlieir true worth, is grcatlv 
to be decried. I take it that Friscilllan was a better race horse than his sire. Hastings, and a better-bred 
one liesides. StromlKili. F'air Play’s best son to date, has also been added to the list, as lias Roanier. than 
which there are few— Mr. Marsh notwithstanding— better bred horses In tills country. I tell you it is noth- 
ing short of criminal this indiscriminate gelding of these well-bred youngsters. Here is George Smith’s 
nedigree. the component parts of which dovetail into ns perfect a mosaic as any I have come' across in 
many dars. as iierfoctl.v balanced as that of Glencoe and of merit exceeding that of Sir Dixon, Into whose 
1 -edlgrec 'the outer blood is Introduced by way of Boston, sire of his grandam, Maggie B. B. :

Eulogy, by Euclid, son of Kinilius. followed by Martha Lynn, famous as the dam of Voltigeur and his sis- 
:er. Volley, by Mulatto. Reads like poetry, as the master of MrGrathiana used to put it. but every rose 
has its thorn and tlie (horn in this case is the absence of Herod and Matchem blood. Persimmon, isonomy. 
iKmcaster. Newminster, Euclid and Mulatto, every one of them, is of Eclipse descent in tail inale. Only a 
short while back a prominent breeder, in discussing the merits of Out of Reach as a stallion, observed that 
it was strange that lie could only get good winners out of one mure.

Out of Reach is topheavy Eclipse 
and must, to obtain the liest results, be bred to mares whose pedigrees are lilierally supplied with Herod 
and Matchem blood, ami Mr. James llutler, who bought the horse at Mr. F'orsythe’s dispersal sale, will be 
well advised to bear this in mind. Should Mr. Butler elect to breed Out of Reach to mares carrying the 
Mood of Barc-ildine. Australian, Young Melbourne, Glencoe, Wild Dayrell. Buccaneer, Fisherman or Macar- 
oni. I will guarantee that the results will be most gratifying, but if tlie plan of returning the- Eclipse strain 
is followed it is only courting disaster. 

No horse which is standing for service in the United States embraces in his pedigree the names of so 
many famous horses as docs tint of Reach. Persimmon, St. Simon, Galopin. King Tom. Isonomy, Sterling. 
Stoekwell. Doncaster. Teddington, Newminster, Touchstone, all of tin- absolutely liest-brcd Eclipse horses 
of tlieir day and time ami it ouly needs the Matchem leaven and Herod strain to ensure for Out of Reach 
a stud career equal to the liest. 

Consuelo ii., dam of George Smith. Is a winning daughter of Bradwardinc, son of Barealdine, and. of 
course, of Mateliem deseeut, and as Consuelo II. is now only thirteen years of age, she, in the ordinary 
course of events, should be good for a half doa*n more foals. Every one of Consuelo II.’s offspring which 
are old enough to race have earned for themselves winning brackets. That lovely mare. Theresa Gill, uu- 
f< rtunately succumbed to an attack of pneumonia, but there is tlie flue, big mare. La Patrie, to keep tlie 
line going and La Patrie is as certain as anything well can be to develop into a broodmare of the liest 
tiass. Brailwardine was. in bis day. a good winner both on tlie flat and over obstacles and is a son of that 
famous broodmare sire, Barealdine. out of Monte Rosa, by the St. Leger winner, Craig Millar, and a mem- 
ber of the strongest sire line of all the Beeswing branch of tlie No. 8 family. 

Miss Pepper, the second dam. is a daughter of the llcmd horse. Pepper and Salt, son of Tlie Hake ami 
Oxford Mixture, by The Duke, from Irish Belle, by Kingston. Tlie combination of St. Simon and Tlie Rake 
lias lieforc this resulted in tlie production of more than one good race horse, notably William III., whose 
grandam was a daughter of The Rake. 

To complete the excellence of the nedigree, tlie third dam is found to la- by Hermit, which the ex- 
traordinary Mr. Marsh, of the New York Telegraph, writes down as a stud failure. The fact of the mat- 
ter !s the Hermit slrain is well nigh indispensable. Gallinulc’s dam. Moorhen, was by Hermit. St. Mar- 
guerite, grandam of Rock Sand, was another daughter of Mr. Chaplin’s famous horse. Bella Donna. Bel- 
dame’s dam. was another, as is Cinderella, dam of F'air.v Slipper and Peter Pan. Really the excellence of 
these daughters of Hermit deserves a special article. Next in order comes an unnamed daughter of Toxo- 
philite. famous as the sire of Musket and Quiver, dam of those grand race marcs Memoir and La Fleehc 
::ml ancestress of England’s champion sire. Polymelus. 

Thrift, bv Stoekwell. was the dam of the good race horse. Tristan, and Thrift also was the dam of 
Pursehenrcr, which, during his short stud life in this country, got the lopeared Unsightly, afterwards the 
dim of that tine race liorse. King James. Braxey. the next dam, was a good winner of fifteen races, and 
i hen comes the immortal Queen Mary, thus introducing to the pedigree the third cross of Mr. I Anson’s 
famous mare. Hampton, of course, is a grandson, as is Blair Athol, Craig Millar's sire. 

livery one knows the extreme value of the Queen Mary blood. In every country in which racing is ear- 
ned on descendants of this wonderful marc have been returned the winners of the best races Poseidon, a 
Sierbv winner and hero of a Melbourne Cup and one of tlie best they ever had down under, comes of this 
self same Braxey branch of the Queen Mary family, as does La Roche, winner of the Oaks and Manchester 
Cup. The famous hair brothers, Lemberg and Ruyardo. and their close kinsman. Aleppo, winner of the 
Ascot Gold Cup, also trace to Queen Mary, and 1 can hardly imagine a better balanced or more attractive 
pedigree than that jioesessed by George Smith, and now that the colt lias been purchased bv Mr. Sanfoird 
It is more than probable that he. whi n the time conies, will be afforded an opportunity to demonstrate U’s 
worth as a sire, ami I Wish to go on record as predicting a successful stud career for the black son of Out 
of Reach and Consuelo II.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

Apparently a bloody fight is impending or in 
progress at Agua Prieta. Mexico, across the line 
irom Douglas. Ariz. A dispatch of yesterday after- 
noon from the latter place said: The advancing 

main body of the Villa army came in contact with 
the Carranza forces miller Gen. 1*. Elias Calles, 
ilefeniling Agua I’rieta. the Mexican Isirdcr town 
opposite here, at 9:45 a. in. today. The Carranza 
oil t |nists o|ieneil tire upon the advancing Villa troops 
and then fell back to the trenches surrounding tlie 
Mexican town. Villa moved his entire force, esti- 
mated at about 16.600 men, under cover of a dense 
haze of Douglas copper smelter smoke. Tlie first 
clash occurred about three miles east of the Mexi- 
can town.' Villas’ troops had reached a imint on 
the west side of Agua Prieta at noon, thus com- 
pletely encircling the town, and a demand was re- 
ported to have been made *n General Calles for a 
surrender by 2 p. in. Calles’ troops remained 
inactive in the trenches, although the Villa tr.xos 
were in plain view of Agua Prieta. General Villa, 
with four officers, came to the American line to get 
the tiearings of the boundary line. "Do you expect 
to take Agua Prieta today?" a United Slates army 
officer asked. "Sure. Mike,” replied Villa, grin- 
ning broadly. It was the only English he spoke. 
United States army officers ilo not believe, however, 
lie intends to attack in earnest until tomorrow] 
In Spanish. Villa inquired whether the United States 
intended to help General Calles’ garrison at Agua 
Prieta in view of the fact that the American gov- 
ernment had reccgnized Carranza and assisted rein- 
forcements in reaching General Calles. He was as- 
sured that the American forces in the trenches fac- 
ing the prospective Mexican battle field would treat 
both sides alike. There must be no tiring across 
the line, lie was told. Villa said he did not intend 
tiring across the line. For this reason he wuuted 
to get his hearings on the lMiundary. Villa's main 
Imdy started from Gallardo Pass, twelve miles east, 
before daylight. In a line several miles long it 
proceeded, foot, horse and artillery, toward the 
Mexican town with the advance and flank guards 
that hail deployed in a wide semi-circle from the east 
to the south of Agua Prieta, drawing closer into 
the main body. General Villa himself accompanied 
the cavalry, which covered the right flank on the 
lmriler. All along the line of march the Villa troops 
passed lines of American trenches a short distance 
from the border. The trenches were filled with 
United States troops, whose machine guns were in 
hidden |Misitions. There are 6,000 United States 
troops along the border, under command of Brig. 
Gen. Thomas E. Davis. 

A W ashington dispatch says that, couched in 
more emphatic language than any yet employed is 
the American note to lie presented to Great Britain 
this week protesting against violations of American 
maritime rights and de m a tilling that further inter- 
ference with our trade shall cease. The United 
States declares: (1). That its sovereign rights have 
been invaded by the limitations, risks and liabilities 
imposed bv Great Britain upou the ships of neutral 
^). That tlie procedure observed by Great 
Britain nnder the various orders in council is illegal. 
(3). That the British blockade, as described in tin. 
orders in the council and applied thereunder, is not 
binding because it is not effective. (4). That th 
blockade is ineffective in that it discriminates be- 
tween the trade of neutral nations. (5). That the 
effect of British operations is to blockade neutral 
countries, which, of course, is i n violation of inter 
national law. (6). That British practice subjects 
neutral ships proceeding to neutral ports to the 
same suspicion of guilt which attaches to neutral 
ships ltoiind fur ports of enemies of Great Britain 
(7). That British practice results in the seizure o; 
innocent goods exported by Germany through neutral 
territory to neutral states anil exported by neutral 
states through neutral territory to Germany. (8) 
Tlia British practice in interfering with trade be- 
tween neutral countries is not only Illegal, but un 
fairly conducted. (9). That British practice im- 
lioses tlie burden of proof of innocence upon neutral 
shippers, whereas the burden of proof of guilt should 
rest upon the captor. (16). That the method observed 
by British cruisers in taking neutral ships into port 
fer visit and search works hardships upon the neutral 
owners and shippers and is not in accordance with 
the requirements of international law. (11.) That 
the contraband list as expanded from time to time 
by Great Britain is arbitrary and in violation of 
recognized practice. (12). That British interpreta- 
tion and application of the doctrine of continuous 
voyage is not in accordance with the Interpretation 
and application of the doctrine by the north during 
the civil war. 

The coronation anil birthday anniversary of the 
emperor of Japan will be celebrated iu Chicago 
November 10 by Imperial Consul Kurusu, with a 
reception and dance at the Blackstone. Members of 
the foreign consular service and prominent Chica- 
goans have liei'n invited to the reception. Yosliiliita, 
emperor of Japan and 122d head of the Japanese 
imperial house after the first emperor Juinimi, whose 
reign began 2,575 years, ago. will formally accede 
to the throne in Kioto, the ancient capital of Em- 
pire of the Rising Sun. Flans for a great fete 
are being completed in Tokyo, and hundreds of 
thousands of persons from the provinces are ex- 
pected to come into the capital for the celebration 

The execution of Miss Cavcll bv the Germans in 
Belgium lias aroused the churftable minded of 
America to increased subscriptions to aid Belgium, 
acoordiug to a notice sent out by Henry Clows of 
New York, treasurer of the Dollar Christmas fund 
for destitute Belgians. The second annual appeal 
for aid for the stricken country already has brought 
a generous response. Mr. Clews (minted out that 
conditions iu Belgium threaten to be worse this 
winter than in the winter of 1914 and renewed his 
appeal for donations to the fund. Fir Johnston 
Forb, -s-Robertsmi is touring the southern states to 
raise money for the fund with his production of 
Hamlet, and other notables of tlie stage have ar- 
ranged for beuefit performances in various parts of 
the country. 

A London dispatch of yesterday saiys: “A dis- 
patch from Pet log rad says the Germans are evacuat- 
ing Kovel, where they have accumulated vast stores 
of ammunition and supplies. Kovel lies on the rail- 
road leading from Brest-Litovsk to Rovno, the one 
of three strongholds in the Volhyuiau triangle for 
which the Austro-Gernian troops have been lighting 
stubbornly ever since the two others. I.utzk and Dub- 
no, fell into their hands. Kovel Is the key to the 
supply line feeding the Teutonic forces in Volhynla, 
and it is this latter province upon which the eyes 
of Roumania are directed in its calculations re- 
garding the question of which is safer — to throw iti 
lot with the allies or with the Germans. It is r ,. 
ported (hat Premier Jean Goremykin of Russia is 
shortly to be appointed chancellor of the empire 
witli supreme control of foreign affairs. It is also 
reported that Emperor Nicholas has accepted the 
resignations of Sergius Sazanoff. minister of forci-n 
affairs; M. Krivosliein. minister of agriculture, an,l 
of M. Kharitonoff. comptroller of the treasure 
Alexei Khvosloff. minister of justice, will become 
premier. 

Bulgarin claims substantial successes in Serbia 
and a dispatch of yesterday from Sofia says: An 

account of recent operations was issued today at the 
war office as follows: Concerning operations on 

October 2!), Bulgarian troops continued the pursuit 
of tlie enemy on tlie whole front. They advanced 
west of the . Korjazevac watershed between tlie 
Tiinok and tlie Morava. Southwest „f Kitluzevac 
we captured, after a violent battle, the Tozihata 
ridge, whence loads lead to Nisli and Bala Palauka 
In the upper Morava valley, after a hard light, we 
took tlie town of Grdcljicia which is the junction 
point on the road bid ween Vranya and Leskovats 
tbrough the Vlassina Valley. In the region of Katcfc- 
auik the Serbians attacked a column which hail ad- 
vanced. but were repulsed. In the course of the pur- 
suit of tb© enemy we captured two mountain gun ; 
with large supplies of munitions. Thus far we have 
found in Uskup 19.000 rifles of various patterns qv) 
casks of powder, 15,000 casks of cartridge* ’ and 
large quantities of other war materials. 

A cablegram of yesterday from Berlin says; R u i. 
garinu artillery that has advanced from Kniazevac 
and Pirot has begun a bombardment of the exterior 
forts of Nisli. according to a dispatch from Sofia 
given out today by the Overseas News agency tu* 
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Serbian t,,wi, ,,f Kraguyavatz. a) which is locat'd 
the great Serbian arsenal, has been taken by the 
Germans. Kraguyevat/. is fifty nine miles below 

Belgrade. Its loss will be a severe blow to tile 
Serbians, as it contains tlie main arsenal of til.* 
country, as well as a large |w,wdcr factory. It is 
connected by a brunch line witli tlie Itelgrade-Xisli 
railroad. Its population in 1961 was 15.500. Recent 
dispatches reported that the Austrians anil Germans, 
advancing from the north, were endeavoring to form 
a ling around Kragnyevatz. Tlie official announce- 
ment received Sunday from Vienna said the Germans 
had captured the heights southwest of Lapowa, 
only a short distance from Kragnyevatz.

A dispatch of Sunday from Halifax. X. S.. says: 
"The American steamer Hocking, from New York 
for Norfolk, was brought into port here by a prize 
crew from a British warship. The Hocking was 
formerly the Danish steamer G run la nil. but was re- 
cently changed to American registrv and was. when 
captured, engaged in coastwise trade between Amer- 
ican |Hirts. it was flying the American flag when 
overhauled. All efforts to learn the reason for the 
seizure of tlie Hocking were futile. The Dutch 
steamer Hnniborn, also from New York, was brought 
in by a prize crew together with tlie Hocking." The 
Hocking sailed from New York for Norfolk Oetolier 
28. She is a vessel of 1.632 tons, for which T. II. 
Graham & (’o., of New York, act as agents. 

Edward 1.. Prectorius. publisher of the St. Louis 
Times, committed suicide at St. Lmis yesterday. 
Mr. Prectorius. who was president of the Gerinaii- 
American Press Association, which published both 
the Times and tlie Westliche Post, was found dead 
in tin- batli room of his home, where lie had shot 
himself. Mrs. Prectorius said her husband appar- 
ently hail been in good spirits, and that site < -oil hi 
give no reason for bis act. He had been in i>oor 
health far eighteen months, his illness dating frnn 
ail accident on January 13, 1914. when an automo- 
bile in which he was riding, was struck by a street 
car and a deep gash was cut in his face by broken 
glass. Soon after the accident he went to a sani- 
tarium. 

It was formally announced yesterday at the 
white house that tlie marriage of President Wilson 
and Mrs. Norman Galt will take place "near the 
close of December.” and that it will lie private at 
Mrs. Galt's home in Washington. This statement 
was issued by Secretary Tumulty: "In order to 

quiet s|»eoulatii>n. President Wilson and Mrs. Nor- 
man (ialt today authorized the announcement that 
tiieir marriage will take place near tlie close of 
December. Their plans are for a very simple eer<- 
mony. It will lie quietly performed at Mrs. Galt's 
residence. No invitations will lie issued and it is 
ex|>ected that the only guests will be the members 
of the two families.” 

The Arizona alien lalmr law was declared uncon- 
stitutional today by the Fnited Stales Supreme 
Court. This measure prohibited employers in Ari- 
zona from employing alien workmen nu a ratio 
greater than one foreigner to five Americans. The 
statute threatened to become a source of diplomatic 
dispute between the Fnited States and other na- 
tions. Several foreign governments, including Ja- 
pan. had threatened to make diplomatic represents - 
lions to the United States regarding the law's en- 
forcement. The State Department took I lie posi- 
tion that the question would have to la- divided by 
the courts of the United States. 

A dispatch from Milan. Italy, via Paris, yester- 
day says: "At a meeting of tlie Roumanian head- 

quarters staff held to discuss the military poiicv of 
that country, says the t'orriere Della Sera's Buch- 
arest correspondent, two-thirds of the generals de- 
cleareil in favor of entering the war on tlie side of 
the quadruple entente. Gen. Avereseu. former min- 
ister of war. was the chief advocate of interven- 
tion. Tlie semi-official Roumanian press has been 
authorized to deny that King Ferdinand lias given 
M. ltadeff. Bulgarian minister at Bucharest, formal 
assurances that Roumania will remain neutral un- 
less her own interests are affected.” 

Dr. John B. Murpliy yesterday received a cable- 
gram from Etoble, France, announcing the dentil of 
one of the nurses who went from Chicago soon after 
the outbreak of the war to serve with the French 
army. The victim was Miss Sarah Hamilton, whose 
parents live in St. Iasi is. though site is re|>orle,l to 
have a brother in Chicago. Miss Hamilton died 
of meningitis, said Dr. Murphy, auit was not 
the victim eithpr of wounds or accident. She was a 
memlier of the unit which went from here in charge 
of Dr. J. M. Knapp, anil served witli the other 
Chicago nurses with the British army in France. , 

From New York. Sunday night, a dispatch s»^ 
that W. W. Bride, who hail been in England for 
four months adjusting the differences between the 
British government and American importers as a 
result of the order in council, arrived today ou the 
steamship Rotterdam. Mr. Bride sought to secure 
the release of German giants held up by tlie order 
ami lie lias been so auccssful that more than 816.- 
000.000 worth of German goods soon will 1 h> released 
and shipped to this country. Among the iiianv con- 
signments is about $4,600,060 worth of toys lor the 
Christmas trade. 

Danish property has increased in value as a result 
of the European war until farms are now living sold 
almost daily at a price fifty per-cent, higher thin 
what they would have brought nine to twelve month* 
ago. Tlie appreciation of farm property is due to 
the unprecedented profits in agricultural products 
In the matter of horses the scarcity is so serion . 
that the government during the lust six months 
lias prohibited the ex|M>rtnion of them, and the 
farmers have been getting on in many instances 
with the small, but vigorous, Icelandic horses, when 
they have been able to get them. 

Heavy earthquake shocks lasting nearly throe 
hours were recorded at Washington early yesterday. 

It. was estimated the disturbance occurred 4.66*) 
miles away. The first tremors were recorded at 
2:49 a. in. The heaviest slun k was at 3:24 a. in. 
and the disturbance censed at 5:21 a. in. A dis- 
patch from LoniL >n said: "The Seisinological l)'i - 
servatory of Scotland recorded at 7 o'clock tills 
morning a heavy earthquake in or near Japan.” 

Word has just been received in New York that 
Prince Leopold, heir to the Belgian throne, who is 
now at Eton, was in London the evening of the big 
Zeppelin raid and was slightly injured. The prince 
was knocked down by the force of the explosion anil 
his arm was cut by a piece of the bomb. 

Before leaving Ottawa. Canada, yesterday for 
Ei'gland. I). A. Thomas, David I.loyd-Gcorge’s per- 
soual representative in America, declared that orders 
already placed and large orders now being allocated 
in Canada for war supplies and munitions would 
amount in the aggregate to something like $500.- 
000,000, or over $60 |ier head of the population of 
Canada. 

A Berlin dispatch of late yesterday says: The 
German advance against the Russian Baltic port of 
Riga has Iteen resumed. The war office made an 
anoiinceincut today that Field Marshal von liiu- 
tlenhurg's forces, which are driving at Riga from 
the west, had gained ground. Russian attacks in 
the Dvinsk region broke down witli heavy losses.
